Dear General Vandenberg: 

I an in receipt of your letter of July 3, 1946f concerning 
the propoeed NIA Directive Number 4, which related tOj among other 
things, the empowering of CIG to eet up a field operational force 
for the purpose of effectuating world-wide secret intelligence 
coverage. I have noted your conment regarding discussing with me 
the possibility of your utilising the services of some of the FBI 
experienced personnel. Although I am, of course, most anxious to 
cooperate with you to the fullest possible extent, I regret to advise 
you that due to the responsibilities and duties of the Bureau in 
the field of law enforcement and the commitments made for the Bureau*s 
personnel, which personnel incidentally has been out considerably 
since the war, I will not be able to assign personnel to you. 

I wanted to advise you of this fact promptly in order that you will 
not depend upon me or expect this Bureau to mahe personnel available 
to you. 


Concerning your reference to the support of the NIA for the 
Bureau's 1947 budget requirements for its Central and South American 
operations, I wish to observe that these funds were sought prior to 
the time that any plane had been made to establish an Operations Unit 
under the National Intelligence Authority. If I ?iad known that the 
National Intelligence Authority contemplated the establishment at 
this time of an Operations Unit for the purpose of maintaining secret 
intelligence coverage, I would not have planned to have the Bureau 
remain active in this field in the Western Hemisphere .

parallel basis in order that there will be no conflict of interest 
or duplication of coverage^

'he request that in each field station copies of all 
pertinent reports of Investigations current or closed bo set aside 
to be turned over to our representative; and that, in V.'ashington 
a copy of all such reports prepared by FBI from these territories 
be made available to us for our records. 

3, .Ve request that all office and technical equipment 
now held In field stations be narked for transfer to our repre- 
sentative on the withdrawal of FBI, and that an inventory of 
such equipment be now prepared for our revlov/. Such list would 
Includo office furniture and fixtures, typewriters, filing 
cabinets, and photographic equipment for development and printing. 
It v/ould bo understood that Governmental records would reflect 
this transfer, reliving FBI of further responsibility for this 
Government property,

in the same manner as In the preceding para -irQjJh. VVe request 
further that automobiles now in the field bo made available for 
transfer to our roprosontatlve ,

Our 
field offloers should also be aoquainted by your epeoial 
agents with looal contacts and sources of informtion whi<di 
you have developed^ and. arrangeaents worlnd out for possible 
further utilisation of these persons. Your advice on the 
handling of such infonaontSf and safeguards against untrust> 
worthy individuals * will be greatly appreciated. It is 
iindei'stood that these details are agreeable to you 

Administrative facilities now existing in the 
field will be of considerable advantage to the continuance 
of operations. I refer to offioe furniture and equiposntf 
vehiolee, radio ooaaunioatlon apparatus, and the like. To 
replace such equipment wovLLd entail delay which would be 
difficult to Jvistify. It is understood that such a transfer 
is agreeable to you exoept in the oase of photographic equip- 
ment, and I concur in your retention of this apparatus. I 
ilill also arrange replaoemsnt in kind locally for \Sa» radio 
ooDCiunloation aj^aratus whi^ you will leave In the various 
stations, as agreed upor. 

With regard to your letter of July 15, 1G46, I 
re cuect that you reconsider the withdrawal of your pereonsiel 
in f _ ~ 1 ^^ would be moat 

unfortimate to leave these posts vacant oven for a short time. 
I sm sure our representatjLves can devise an early relief for 
these particular posts and I am confident you will agree to 
this. 


In outlining the general policies ai»l agroomenta 
herein. I have stressed th» principle of orderly withdrawal 
without hiatus, bearing in mind our several responsibilities 
to the Government in tills important work. You and your 
representatives have been most cooperative and I desiire to 
express my sincere appreciation.

Since this has not been possible, I 
have now Issued instructions that the office be closed immediately. 

In view of the plans presently being worked out calling 
for Central Intelligence Group units to replace our personnel in 
Latin America, I thought it advisable to inform you of this closing, 
although unlike our other offices in Latin America, our personnel in 
Panama performed only ILmited functions and I don't knew whether you 
consider it necessary to replace them.*

There is grave danger in this situation that the 
excellent FBI organization In Latin Aiaorloa may disinteg- 
rate before it con bo taken over by now personnel of tho 
CIO.

The integrated plan referred to by Seoretary Byrnes 
has now been adopted, but it has not yet been put "in 
effective operation". In order to safeguard the existing 
organisation and to provide for an orderly transition, it 
is wgently recommended that a Presidential directive be 
sent to the Federal Bureau of Investigation, covering the 
following points.

Late in tho afternoon of 6 August 1946, the Office of the 
Secretary of State requested a meeting of NIA to be hold on 7 Au^rust 
1946. The purpose of the proposed meeting was to air the danger 
involved in pulling FBI operatives out of Central and South America 
prior to the time CIG was prepared to take over — and to come to 
necessary decisions in the matter. At the time of calling the meet- 
ing, the State Department requested we prepare a memorandujn for NIA, 
outlining our actions to date in this regard and indicating our time 
schedule for taking over Central and South American activities. 

The NIA meeting was held on tho morning of 7 Au.;ust and 
our memo was submitted by Colonel Galloway. All NIA members '.ere 
adamant in the necessity for FBI to remain operative in tho area 
'jntil ne took over and in the necessity for an overlap of operatives 
in order to preserve continuity. 

The meeting was brief, spearheaded ly Admiral Leahy. The 
Secretary KIA -.vas directed to prepare a letter to the Attorney General, 
rs';uesting that FBI be directed to retain their operation in the sub- 
ject area until we were fully operative. The Secretary was also 
directed to draft a letter to the Attorney General, to be signed by 
the President, for use in the event no action was taken by the Attorney 
General on the letter from NIA. 

The NIa letter to she Attorney General was prepared by us 
on 7 Auvust, signed by all membern of NIA, and dispatched on the mom- 
in • of 8 August 1946. Tne draft of the presidential letter has been 
aoproved by al members of NIA and is being retained for later use 
if necessary.

Reference is made to the letter cf Colonel Edwin K. Wright 
of the Central Intellieence Group directed to me on August 7, 1946, 
which attached a schedule for the transfer of responsibility for 
intelligence coverage from the FBI to the CIG in latln America, I 
must advise that the dates set forth in this schedule for transfer of 
responsibility, that is, February 1>, 1947, for the first group of 
countries, April 1, 1947, for the second group, and l«fey 15, 1947, for 
the third group, make the position of the FBI in Latin Amerioa rather 
difficult. Operations under the limited scope and the restrictions 
necessary Incidental to complete withdrawal make difficxilt officl.ent 
and productive operations over an extended period. The FBI personnel 
involved in Latin Amertcar. operations are critically needed in connec- 
tion with our domestic responsibilities and I am most anxious to return 
them to the domestic field. 


I had hoped that the Clii wo’ild be able to take over responsi- 
bility In the first group of countries by BeptamDer 15, 1946,* in the 
second rroup by bovomber 1, 1946; and the renaircer by January 1, 1947. 
As you will note, this would live approximately six months from the ticio 
of the issuance of the directive to the Gentral Intelligence Croup for 
the orierly trar.sfor of responsibility from the FBI to the CIG in Latin 
America, I wou1:j appreciate your further consideration in this matter 
ard yoiir advice as to aiy adjustments tiiat can be made in the schedule.
